Comedy  was  the  keynote  of  the 
Angelo  State  University  Department 
of  Fine  Arts'  productions  as  it  opened 
its  season  with  "Black  Comedy," 
written  by  Peter  Shaffer.  This  pro- 
duction used  the  reverse  principle, 
where  the  stage  was  darkened  only 
when  the  cast  members  were  sup- 
posed to  be  visible.  The  action  began 
when  the  main  fuse  of  a  London 
apartment  blew.  From  this  point, 
everything  happened. 

Preceeding  "Black  Comedy"  was 
a  short  student  adaptation  of  Anton 


Chekov's  "The  Marriage  Proposal." 
This  one-act  play  was  adapted  by 
ASU  drama  students  to  fit  the  West 
Texas  decor. 

"The  Town  They  Left  Behind 
Them,"  written,  directed,  and  pro- 
duced by  Dr.  Ray  Carver,  head  of 
the  fine  arts  department,  was  the 
next  production.  A  cast  of  twenty- 
six  actors  played  133  roles,  ranging 
from  post  commander  to  traders  and 
Indians  and  re-enacted  life  at  Old 
Fort  Concho  and  in  early  San  Angelo.

In  staging  as  well  as  direction, 
Ann  Jellicoe's  "The  Knack"  was  an 
intimate  play.  Performed  predomi- 
nately on  an  improvised  stage  in 
front  of  and  about  two  feet  lower 
than  the  main  stage,  the  comedy 
brought  its  intense  action  closer  to 
the  audience.  The  lives,  loves,  and 
frustrations  of  its  characters,  a 
closely  knit  group  of  one  girl  and 
three  young  men,  formed  the  basis 
of  this  dynamic  contemporary 
comedy. 

"Lovers   and    Madmen"    was    a 
faculty  Reader's  Theatre  production. 


Catherine  Cowell  and  Berne  Enslin 
presented  a  collection  of  poems 
adapted  by  Mrs.  Cowell.  This  col- 
lection expressed  the  greater  sensi- 
tivity of  poets,  or  madmen,  some- 
times true  to  reality. 

The  second  theatre  production  was 
adapted  by  Miss  Helen  Schafer  from 
George  Herman's  "A  Company  of 
Wayward  Saints."  A  troop  of  actors, 
in  attempting  to  persuade  the  Duke 
to  be  their  patron  saint,  perform  for 
him  the  history  of  man  from  creation 
to  death.

This  psychological 
melodrama  was  directed  by  Mr. 
Berne  Enslin  who,  with  Dr.  Watts 
served  as  associate  director  of  the 
university  theatre.  This  play  con- 
cerned an  insane  murderer  and  his 
plot  to  get  rid  of  a  rich,  old  lady  so 
that  he  could  acquire  her  money. 

Bertolt  Brecht's  musical  comedy, 
"Threepenny  Opera,"  was  the  next 
production  in  the  1970-71  fine  arts 
season.  Dr.  Ray  Carver  directed  this 
colorful  play  which  depicted  the  lusty 


low-life  of  London.  Through  its  cen- 
tral figure,  Mac  the  Knife,  it  illus- 
trated the  contrast  of  prosperity  and 
poverty  in  society. 

The  Readers'  Theatre  production, 
"A  Company  of  Wayward  Saints," 
brought  the  season  to  a  close.

Angelo  State  Rams  bowed  to  the 
Southwest  Texas  Bobcats,  20-13,  in 
their  debut  as  a  Lone  Star  Confer- 
ence contender.  The  Rams,  led  by 
tailback  Jerry  Austin,  had  a  more  im- 
pressive record  than  did  SWT,  but 
ASU  was  plagued  with  fumbles,  pen- 
alties, and  mistakes.  The  Blue  and 
Gold  gave  up  the  ball  eight  times  as 
they  had  three  passes  intercepted 
and  lost  five  of  eight  fumbles. 

ASU  got  a  break  on  the  opening 
kickoff  when  Billy  York  recovered  an 
onside  kick,  but  a  fumble  on  the 
SWT  twenty-seven  killed  the  drive. 
Two  interceptions,  a  fumble,  and  a 
fourth-down  gamble  that  didn't  work 
stopped  the  Rams'  scoring  hope  in 
the  second  period. 

A  sixteen-yard  punt  return  by  ju- 
nior John  Tyler  started  the  Ram 
drive  to  their  first  score.  After  trav- 
eling forty-one  yards,  senior  Gary 
Gaines  climaxed  the  push  with  a  four- 
yard  circle  around  left  end.  Steve 
Games'  try  for  the  conversion  was 
wide,  giving  the  Rams  their  only  lead 
of  the  night. 

Second  half  began  with  the  Rams' 
taking  the  kickoff  and  driving  seven- 
ty-three yards  for  their  other  score 
as  Dwight  Burns  connected  with 
split-end  Tyler  on  a  fifteen-yard  pass, 
the  only  completion  of  the  night  for 
the  Rams.  Two  fumbles  and  two  in- 
terceptions, along  with  ASU's  inabil- 
ity to  find  the  range  with  its  passing 
game,  halted  the  remaining  drives.

Rain  and  fumbles  proved  to  be 
pitfall  for  the  Fighting  Rams  as 
they  lost  their  only  non-conference 
tilt,  17-13,  to  the  Wildcats  of  Abilene 
Christian  College.  Several  plays  fol- 
lowing the  opening  kickoff,  ACC  took 
the  lead,  7-0,  on  a  pass  from  quarter- 
back Jim  Lindsey  to  wingback  Pat 
Holder.  Later  action  showed  fresh- 
man Joe  Keel  falling  on  an  ACC 
fumble;  the  Ram  offense  capitalized 
on  the  mistake  and  evened  up  the 
score,  7-7. 

On  the  first  play  of  the  second 
half,     ACC     recovered     an     Angelo 


fumble,  pushed  to  the  eight  yard 
line,  and  booted  a  field  goal.  On 
their  next  possession,  the  'Cats  ran 
the  score  up  to  17-7,  as  Lindsey 
passed  to  split  end  Ronnie  Vinson. 
Setting  up  the  final  ASU  score,  de- 
fensive end  Darrell  Earhart  fell  on  a 
Lindsey  fumble  on  the  ACC  seven. 
Quarterback  Dwight  Burns  ran  a 
keeper  to  the  one  on  the  first  play 
and  fumbled  for  no  gain;  Jerry  Aus- 
tin then  smashed  through  on  the 
third  attempt.  The  try  for  two  failed 
as  Austin  was  stacked  up  at  the  two 
yard  line.

Angelo  State  ended  its  losing 
streak  by  smashing  Tarleton,  43-0, 
in  its  second  conference  encounter. 
The  Rams  posted  several  records, 
including  the  victory  margin  which 
was  the  largest  in  the  school's  his- 
tory. Other  outstanding  perfor- 
mances included  the  ten  yards  in 
rushing  that  the  ASU  defense  al- 
lowed and  the  509  yards  total  of- 
fense for  Angelo.  Quarterbacks 
Dwight  Burns  and  Terry  Kinard, 
both  of  whom  had  had  trouble  with 
their  passing  attacks,  combined  their 
efforts  for  seven  completions  and 
two  Ram  touchdowns. 

Coach  Teaff's  Rams  marched 
seventy-six  yards  for  the  first  score, 
which  was  completed  by  a  sixteen- 
yard  toss  from  Burns  to  junior  John 
Tyler.  Second  quarter  action  found 
fullback  Jerry  Austin  driving  across 
the  goal  line  for  six  points  with  Steve 


Games  toeing  the  extra  point.  First 
half  play  ended  with  a  20-0  score  as 
Tyler  caught  a  fourteen  yarder  from 
Kinard  and  Carnes'  attempt  being 
wide. 

Early  in  the  third  quarter,  Carnes 
booted  a  thirty-five-yard  field  goal, 
but  all  other  offensive  drives  were 
stopped  by  mistakes.  Freshman 
Thomas  Williams  shot  through  the 
Texans'  line  to  block  a  punt  which 
was  recovered  by  James  Ratliff  on 
the  TSC  thirty.  Later  in  the  quarter, 
the  Angelo  Staters  moved  the  pig- 
skin sixty-one  yards  in  two  plays  as 
Kinard  connected  with  sophomore 
Morris  Overstreet  on  a  fifty-seven- 
yard  pass.  The  final  score  was  set 
up  by  Ratliff's  recovery  of  a  fumble 
on  the  TSC  ten;  Roy  Baker  rushed 
across  the  goal  line  and  Danny 
Fisher  added  the  extra  point.

Turnovers  proved  to  be  the  pit 
for  ASU's  downfall  against  Sam 
Houston  State,  as  the  Bearkats  ral- 
lied past  the  Rams,  27-15.  Losing 
four  of  eight  fumbles  and  having 
three  passes  intercepted  caused  the 
Rams'  second  conference  defeat. 

After  SHSU  racked  up  their  first 
score,  ASU  took  the  kickoff  and 
gained  seventy-one  yards  before  run- 
ning out  of  gas,  when  frosh  quarter- 
back Terry  Kinard  was  held  for  no 
gain  on  a  fourth-and-goal  situation. 
Sam  Houston  moved  the  ball  to  the 
ASU  forty-eight,  but  a  lost  ball 
covered  by  rover  Bobby  Pherigo 
stopped  the  march.  The  Rams,  how- 
ever, lost  a  fumble  on  a  fourth-and- 
one  situation.  The  next  two  Ram 
possessions  ended  in  a  pass  inter- 
ception and  lost  fumble. 

The  second  half  began  with  an 
ASU  fumble,  but  SHSU  could  only 
manage  a  fifty-one-yard  field  goal  at- 
tempt which  was  blocked  by  Tommy 
Orsak  and  recovered  by  John  Tyler. 
Trudging  eighty  yards  enabled  the 
Blue  and  Gold  to  score  on  a  one- 
yard  dive  by  Austin.  After  allowing 
the  opponents  to  run  two  plays,  Nick 
Anderson  recovered  a  fumble,  but 
ASU  returned  the  gesture  on  the 
SHSU  nine-yard  line.  Tyler  returned 
a  punt  to  set  up  the  final  Ram  score, 
as  Austin  again  plunged  one  yard. 
Running  the  two-pointer,  Kinard  put 
the  Rams  ahead,  15-14.  The  next 
two  possessions  were  again  lost  by 
a  fumble  and  interception.  After  al- 
lowing Sam  Houston  to  add  thirteen 
points,  the  final  Ram  push  ended 
with  a  Huntsville  defender's  grabbing 
an  errant  Kinard  aerial.

Upsetting  the  Howard  Payne  Yel- 
low Jackets,  10-7,  enabled  Coach 
Teaff's  Fighting  Rams  to  stay  in  the 
Lone  Star  Conference  race.  One  of 
the  most  pleasant  elements  of  the 
victory  was  that  the  Rams  suffered 
only  one  turnover  and  did  not  lose 
the  ball  once  by  fumbling. 

Following  two  unsuccessful  field 
goal  attempts  by  the  Jackets,  the 
Rams  moved  the  ball  to  the  HPC 
twenty-seven,  where  a  forty-two  yard 
field  goal  attempt  by  Brownwood 
sophomore  Danny  Fisher  was  short. 
On  their  next  possession  ASU  shoved 
to  the  HPC  twelve,  at  which  point  the 
drive  was  halted  by  an  interception. 
The  first  half  ended  on  a  note  of  ex- 
citement when  Eddie  Washington 
intercepted  a  Yellow  Jacket  pass  and 
toted  it  forty-five  yards  as  the  gun 
sounded. 

ASU  took  the  second  half  opening 
kickoff  and  stomped  sixty-four  yards 
for  their  only  TD,  as  Jerry  Austin  fell 
for  one  yard.  Not  to  be  outdone, 
Howard  Payne  rushed  forty  yards  for 
its  lone  score.  The  teams  each  ran 
one  series  before  the  Rams  started 
its  march  toward  the  winning  field 
goal.  Grinding  out  yardage  from 
their  own  twenty-three,  the  Rams 
were  halted  at  the  HPC  four,  where 
San  Angeloan  Steve  Carnes  booted 
the  winning  field  goal.

"Upset"  was  the  title  given  to  the 
Angeio  State-Texas  A&l  contest,  as 
the  Rams  overwhelmed  the  number- 
one  ranl<ed  Javelinas,  38-21.  The 
Blue  and  Gold  defense  picked  off  six 
passes,  establishing  another  school 
record,  while  the  offense  main- 
tained its  own  ground,  gaining  290 
yards  total  rushing.  The  defending 
NAIA  champions  surpassed  the  Rams 
in  first  downs,  twenty  to  thirteen, 
and  in  yards  passing,  281  to  ninety. 
The  Fighting  Rams  mounted  200 
yards  rushing  against  the  team  who 
had  previously  allowed  only  eighty- 
nine. 

The  first  score  of  the  evening 
came  from  the  toe  of  Steve  Carnes 
as  he  booted  a  field  goal  from  the 
A&l  five-yard  line.  The  Hogs  stole 
a  quick  7-3  lead,  but  the  hard-fight- 
ing Rams  surged  back  to  score  a  TD. 
After  taking  an  A&l  punt  on  the  ASU 


forty-three.  Jack  Martin  sped  fifteen 
yards  and  quarterback  Dwight  Burns 
threw  to  Joe  Marthiljohni,  setting  up 
the  second  conversion.  Killeen  senior 
Martin  Allen  then  put  another  six 
points  on  the  scoreboard  as  he 
leaped  on  a  missed  field  goal  in  the 
end  zone  which  had  been  touched, 
but  not  downed,  by  a  Javelina  de- 
fender. This  play  put  "Pride  70" 
ahead,  24-7,  at  the  half. 

Scoring  in  the  second  half  opened 
on  a  ten-yard  run  by  Burns,  behind 
the  blocking  of  Captain  Mark  Mane- 
val.  A  fumbled  punt  set  up  the  Pig- 
gies' second  touchdown,  with  a 
pitch-out  and  run,  to  make  the  score 
24-13.  The  try  for  two  was  success- 
ful. Wingback  Gary  Gaines  scooted 
five  yards  for  the  final  touchdown, 
followed  by  one  more  score  by  the 
Javelinas  before  the  whistle 
sounded.

Invading  Abilene  and  ruining  Mc- 
Murry's  homecoming,  the  Fighting 
Rams  of  Angelo  State  University 
massacred  the  Indians,  55-0.  The 
initial  Ram  touchdown  was  brought 
about  by  Thomas  Williams'  crashing 
through  the  Indian  line  to  block  a 
punt  which  he  carried  into  the  end- 
zone.  Charging  through  McMurry's 
defense,  the  sophomore  from  Lub- 
bock, Jerry  Austin,  scored  on  a  one- 
yard  run  and  a  five-yard  plunge 
through  the  middle.  After  an  Abilene 
punt,  the  Rams  pushed  seventy-six 
yards,  allowing  Gary  Gaines,  senior 
from  Crane,  to  scamper  fifteen  yards 


to  pay  dirt.  A  seventeen-yard  pass 
from  senior  signal-caller  Dwight 
Burns  to  split-end  John  Tyler  ac- 
counted for  the  fourth  TD  of  the  first 
half. 

ASU  added  two  more  touchdowns 
in  the  third  quarter  as  Austin  scored 
on  a  two-yard  run  and  Roy  Baker 
zoomed  eleven  yards.  The  final  addi- 
tion of  points  came  from  a  four-yard 
pass  from  Terry  Kinard  to  Joe  Mar- 
thiljohni.  MciVlurry  threatened  twice 
in  the  fourth  period,  driving  to  the 
Ram  nineteen  and  ten,  but  both  were 
halted  by  the  aggressive  ASU 
defense.

Moving  into  a  tie  for  second  place 
in  the  Lone  Star  Conference,  the 
Rams  mauled  the  Stephen  F.  Austin 
Lumberjacks,  41-28,  in  ASU's  home- 
coming battle,  it  was  a  sloppily- 
played  contest  by  both  teams,  as 
ASU  lost  six  fumbles  and  had  one 
intercepted  pass,  while  SFA  fum- 
bled the  bail  away  several  times  and 
had  three  passes  picked  off. 

In  the  opening  quarter,  Angelo 
marched  to  the  SFA  sixteen  in  seven 
plays  before  losing  a  fumble.  Then 
the  Lumberjacks  returned  the  favor 
as  Eddie  Washington  recovered  a 
fumble  on  the  SFA  nine.  The  Rams 
then  scored  as  Gary  Gaines  ran  the 
option  around  left  end.  ASU  kicked 
off,  SFA  was  forced  to  punt,  and  the 
Rams  then  fumbled  on  the  first  play. 
The  Lumberjacks  ran  six  plays  be- 
fore fumbling  the  ball,  which  Nick 
Anderson  recovered.  After  running 
three  plays,  the  Rams  fumbled  again, 
which  set  up  a  Lumberjack  score.  A 
bad  punt  by  Stephen  1^.  Austin  put 
the  Rams  at  their  opponents'  thirty- 
four.  In  the  fourth  play,  LSC  lead- 
ing rusher  Jerry  Austin  charged 
thirty-six  yards  for  the  TD,  followed 
by  a  conversion  by  Steve  Carnes. 
An  SFA  fumble  set  up  a  thirty-one- 
yard  field  goal  by  Carnes  before 
Lumberjack  Gaylen  Ramm  provided 
SFA's  second  touchdown.  The  Rams 
lost  one  more  fumble  before  the 
end  of  the  first  half. 

Increasing  their  lead  to  24-14  in 
the  third  period,  the  Rams  drove 
fifty  yards  in  three  plays  as  Gaines 
dashed  forty-two  yards  for  the  score. 
SFA  fumbled  on  its  first  play  and 
Ben  Bob  Walker  recovered  on  the 
twenty-one.  Four  plays  and  one  pen- 
alty later,  Carnes  toed  a  forty-four- 
yard  field  goal.  On  the  next  series, 
split  end  John  Tyler  threw  a  pass 
that  was  intercepted;  two  plays  later 
Bill  York  intercepted  a  bullet  at  the 
seven.  Senior  Dwight  Burns  went  the 
distance  for  the  score.

Playing  on  enemy  ground  in  cold 
and  windy  weather,  Angeio  State 
whipped  East  Texas  State,  35-8.  The 
victory  could  be  chalked  up  to  the 
combined  results  of  consistent  ball 
control  by  the  offense  and  a  tre- 
mendous effort  by  the  defense 
against  one  of  the  best  offensive  ball 
clubs  in  the  Lone  Star  Conference. 

Neither  team  managed  to  post  any 
points  in  the  first  half  of  play  al- 
though East  Texas  posed  two  scor- 
ing threats.  The  Lions  were  stopped 
at  the  ASU  twenty-five-yard  line,  and 
in  the  second  quarter  they  missed  a 
thirty-three-yard  field  goal  attempt. 
The  Rams'  deepest  penetration  of 
the  first  half  was  at  the  ETSU  thirty- 
five  but  an  interception  stopped  the 
drive. 

Coach  Teaff's  Mighty  Rams  then 


marched  seventy-three  yards  for  its 
first  score  in  the  second  half,  as  Jer- 
ry Austin  ran  thirteen  yards  up  the 
middle.  Key  plays  were  a  twenty-six- 
yard  gallop  by  Austin  and  a  major 
penalty  for  face  masking.  On  the 
kickoff  Danny  Fisher's  effort  was 
caught  in  the  wind  and  hung  twelve 
yards  downfield  where  the  free  ball 
was  downed  by  a  Ram.  Following  a 
protest  by  the  ET  coach,  the  Rams 
marched  forty  yards  for  their  sec- 
ond score.  A  twentysix-yard  run  by 
senior  Gary  Gaines  provided  the 
third  score,  which  was  followed  by 
the  only  Lion  score  of  the  game.  ASU 
then  roared  back  sixty-nine  yards  for 
the  fifth  score,  as  Dwight  Burns  bul- 
leted  a  pass  forty-eight  yards  to  John 
Tyler.  The  final  ram  score  came  as 
a  result  of  Dan  Daniels'  interception.

In  the  final  game  of  the  season, 
Sul  Ross  took  a  27-14  victory  over 
the  Angelo  State  Rams  as  both  teams 
finished  6-3  for  the  season  and  in  a 
tie  for  third  place.  The  Rams  sur- 
passed the  Lobos  on  the  ground  at- 
tack, 227  to  139  yards  rushing,  but 
the  passing  game  of  Sul  Ross  proved 
to  be  the  disastrous  element;  SRSU 
posted  236  yards  in  the  air  while 
ASU  could  only  gather  forty. 

Senior  quarterback  Dwight  Burns 
passed  to  senior  tight  end  Joe  IVlar- 
thiljohni  for  the  first  ASU  score. 
Steve  Carnes  was  successful  for  the 
point  after  try.  The  only  other  Ram 
score  occurred  in  the  third  quarter, 
as  wingback  Gary  Gaines  ran  for  the 
touchdown  and  Carnes  added  the 
final  point. 

Seniors  who  played  their  final 
game  for  Angelo  State  University 
were  Burns,  Gaines,  fullback  Jack 
Martin,  rover  Bobby  Pherigo,  de- 
fensive safety  Mike  Sullivan,  middle 
linebacker  Larry  Powell,  and  center 
Mark  Maneval.  Others  in  this  group 
were  defensive  guard  Nick  Anderson, 
offensive  tackle  Martin  Allen,  de- 
fensive end  Mike  Clarke,  and  Marthi- 
johni.

Basketball  season  opened  against 
Southwestern  University,  where  An- 
gelo  State  had  yet  to  win  a  contest. 
The  same  story  repeated  itself  as  the 
Rams  fell  to  the  Georgetown  Pirates, 
69-64.  Entertaining  Lubbock  Chris- 
tian, now  a  four-year  school,  ASU 
provided  the  necessary  punch  to 
win  the  tilt,  62-58.  Driving  to  San 
Antonio,  the  Blue  and  Gold  met  St. 
Mary's  University  who  proved  to  be 
too  much.  Holding  onto  a  36-31 
halftime  lead,  the  Angeloans  fell, 
64-54,  for  their  second  non-confer- 
ence loss.  Facing  the  Georgetown 
unit  for  the  second  time,  the  Fight- 
ing Rams  overcame  the  Pirates,  100- 
78.  Junior  Dana  Keesee  led  the 
scoring  attack  with  twenty-one 
points. 

The  second  encounter  with  St. 
Mary's  was  again  more  than  Coach 
George's  squad  could  handle.  The 
Rattlesnakes  squeezed  by  with  a 
67-65  victory  over  ASU.  During  the 
Christmas  break,  Angelo  State 
traveled  to  Abilene  to  take  on  the 
ACC  Wildcats.  The  Rams  slipped  past 
the  'Cats,  60-59,  to  tie  up  their  non- 
conference  record.  The  final  no- 
count-for-title  battle  found  the  An- 
gelo crew  in  Lubbock,  bouncing  the 
Chapparals,  85-62.  The  total  record 
for  non-conference  play  stood  at  4-3.

During  Christmas  break,  Angelo 
cagers  hosted  Texas  A&l,  in  which 
they  stole  an  81-80  victory. 

Southwest  Texas  met  the  Rams  in 
the  Ram  Dome  and  walked  away  vic- 
torious, as  they  skipped  past  the 
A-Staters,  80-78.  On  the  road  trip 
to  Nacogdoches,  the  Rams  were 
halted,  77-67,  by  the  SFA  Lumber- 
jacks. Still  unable  to  break  a  losing 
streak,   ASU    roundballers   were 


stopped  by  the  Sam  Houston  State 
Bearcats,  100-82,  in  Huntsville. 

The  next  two  conference  matches 
found  the  Rams  victorious  once 
again,  as  they  stomped  the  Tarieton 
Texans  101-85,  and  whipped  the 
East  Texas  State  Lions,  86-77.  Los- 
ing a  heart  breaker  to  Sul  Ross,  An- 
gelo lost  in  overtime,  80-79.  Going 
into  second-half  conference  play,  the 
Rams  held  a  2-7  standing.

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Beginning  the  second  half  of  con- 
ference competition,  the  Rams 
managed  a  2-7  conference  record. 
Meeting  Howard  Payne  on  Angelo's 
home  court  was  not  enough  advan- 
tage to  pull  out  a  victory,  the  Rams 
were  dropped  by  a  74-72  score. 
ASU's  initial  Lone  Star  Conference 
victory  of  second-half  play  was  pro- 
vided by  the  McMurry  Indians.  Boast- 
ing a  25  point  lead  at  the  half,  the 
Blue  and  Gold  held  off  a  rally,  ending 
the  contest  on  a  92-82  note.  Senior 
Billy  Rhea  capped  top  scoring  honors 
with  nineteen,  followed  by  Willie  Hill, 
John  Kubinsky,  and  Johnny  Spriggs 
with  fifteen  each. 

Journeying  to  Kingsville,  the  fight- 
ing Rams  bombed  Texas  A&l,  99-76. 
Pouring  in  twenty-two  points,  Kubin- 
sky led  the  scoring  attack  against 
the  Javelinas.  On  the  same  road  trip, 
Angelo  State  surprised  the  SWT  Bob- 
cats, 76-75.  The  Cats  led  73-62 
with  6:18  showing  on  the  clock,  but 
Coach  George's  crew  refused  to  be 
defeated.  Ripping  off  fourteen 
straight  points,  the  A-Staters  un- 
raveled the  Bobcats  to  keep  the  rally 


going.  Hill  netted  twenty-four  points 
to  lead  the  Ram  rally. 

Hosting  Stephen  F.  Austin,  Angelo 
was  crushed  by  the  Lumberjacks, 
109-86.  Junior  Dana  Keesee  played 
an  outstanding  game,  gathering 
eighteen  points  for  ASU.  In  the  big- 
gest upset  of  the  season  Coach 
George  and  company  plowed  the  Sam 
Houston  State  cagers,  79-72.  Keesee 
again  was  the  leading  gunner,  as  he 
ripped  the  cords  for  twenty-eight  big 
ones. 

The  final  three  games  of  the  sea- 
son were  played  on  foreign  courts, 
where  the  Rams  fell  to  both  Tarleton 
and  East  Texas.  The  Tarleton  Texans 
sparked  the  Blue  and  Gold  team 
from  San  Angelo,  85-76,  even  though 
ASU  posted  a  41-37  half-time  lead. 
In  Commerce,  the  Lions  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  cold-shooting  dis- 
played by  the  Angelo  ballclub  as  they 
mauled  the  Rams,  90-70.  Facing  Sul 
Ross  as  the  final  conference  tilt,  ASU 
pulled  out  an  87-78  victory  over  the 
Lobos.

As  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  university,  Dr.  Lloyd  D.  Vincent 
coordinated  all  activities  of  Angelo 
State;  this  included  the  academic, 
fiscal,  student,  and  special  services 
programs  of  ASU.  He  was  the  only 
individual  who  reported  directly  to 
the  Board  of  Regents,  which  was  ac- 
complished through  the  President's 
Report.  Official  duties  of  the  presi- 
dent ranged  from  nominating  staff 
members  and  recommending  posi- 
tions to  directing  the  master  plan  for 
college  development.  He  was  also  re- 
sponsible for  promoting  public  rela- 
tions,  raising  funds  for  the  univer- 


sity, and  promoting  the  general  wel- 
fare of  the  student  body. 

Bedford  "Beep"  Cain  carried  the 
title  of  Administrative  Assistant  to 
the  President.  He  acted  in  some  of 
the  same  capacities  as  the  president 
and  also  served  as  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Alumni  Association.  Mrs. 
Virginia  Scott,  Administrative  Secre- 
tary, worked  closely  with  Dr.  Vincent, 
especially  concerning  his  reports  to 
the  Board  of  Regents.  Acting  as  re- 
ceptionist, Mrs.  Diane  Wosoba  as- 
sisted Mrs.  Scott  with  her  secre- 
tarial duties.

Continued  growth  of  the  academic 
program  was  evident  this  past  year. 
The  opening  of  the  fall  semester 
brought  thirty-eight  new  professors 
to  the  Angelo  State  campus.  Courses 
were  offered  which  led  to  three  bac- 
calaureate degrees — Bachelor  o  f 
Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Bach- 
elor of  Business  Administration — as 
well  as  to  the  Associate  of  Science 
Degree  in  Nursing.  Also  offered  were 
pre-dentistry  and  pre-medical  de- 
grees, and  two-year  programs  in  agri- 
culture, home  economics,  pre-engi- 
neering,  pre-law,  and  pre-pharmacy. 

The  graduate  program  for  Angelo 
State  was  also  approved  in  October 
of  1970.  Dr.  Bernard  Young  was  ap- 
pointed in  November  to  head  the 
graduate  program  slated  to  begin  in 
the  fall  semester  of  1971.

In  the  fall  of  1970,  the  Office  of  Registrar  and  Ad- 
missions with  Dr.  Warren  G.  Griffin  as  Registrar  and  Mi- 
chael Barron,  Admissions  Officer,  noted  a  high  of  3883 
students  in  attendance  at  Angelo  State  University.  This 
office  also  noted  that  the  average  score  made  by  entering 
freshmen  on  the  ACT  test  was  higher  for  1970-71  than 
for  any  previous  time. 

Financial  aid,  employment,  and  placement  of  students 
attending  ASU  were  among  the  responsibilities  of  Dr. 
0.  S.  Cauthen,  Director  of  Special  Services. 

The  general  financial  management  of  the  university  and 
the  preparation  and  administration  of  the  annual  budget 
were  some  of  the  duties  of  Bill  Hale,  the  Business  Man- 
ager. He  was  also  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the 
auxiliary  enterprises  of  the  university.  Under  him.  Auditor 
Robert  J.  Harrison  controlled  the  fiscal  transactions  of  the 
university.  Purchasing  of  the  majority  of  the  departmental 
supplies  and  equipment  was  handled  by  Victor  Wilde, 
Purchasing  Agent.

problems  of  men  to  the  informal  visit. 
Whatever  the  situation  the  office  pro- 
vided reciprocal  action  based  on  re- 
sponsible counseling  to  cause  men 
to  perceive  and  honor  themselves. 
The  Dean  of  Women's  Office,  headed 
by  Janet  Douglas,  aimed  at  helping 
women  help  themselves  to  cope  with 
the  everyday  problems  of  living.  This 
was  accomplished  through  individual 
counseling  and  by  environment 
modification.

Alan  Borger,  Director  of  Housing,  reported  that  both 
high  rise  dormitories  were  filled  to  capacity  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year.  His  office  handled  the  physical  and  sta- 
tistical aspects  of  student  housing. 

The  newly-built  physical  plant  served  as  headquarters 
for  the  university's  building  and  ground  maintenance. 
Under  the  direction  of  Doc  Smith,  it  handled  all  plumbing 
and  electrical  work,  carpentry,  vehicle  repairs,  and  moving 
for  Angelo  State  University. 

The  Data  Processing  Department  was  primarily  con- 
cerned with  the  handling  of  university  records.  This  year, 
a  new  IBM  360,  Model  25  computer  was  installed.  With 
this  larger  machine,  data  processing,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Joe  Martin,  was  able  to  more  efficiently  accommo- 
date the  growing  demands  of  the  university. 

The  Print  Shop,  directed  by  printer  Ray  Bolf,  printed 
all  university  forms,  documents,  reports,  cards,  and  other 
materials.  It  did  all  departmental  printing  including  the 
important  semester  tests.

The  computer  science  program 
became  a  part  of  the  Department  of 
Business  Administration.  Under  this 
program  students  were  able  to  re- 
ceive a  computer  science  major  be- 
ginning next  year.  A  major  had  been 
anticipated  in  the  not-too-distant  fu- 
ture. The  acquisition  of  a  new  IBIVi 
360  Model  25  computer  by  the  ASU 
Data  Processing  Center  should  have 
a  significant  impact  upon  the  ac- 
quisition of  these  projected 
programs. 

Dr.  Fred  Homeyer,  computer  sci- 
entist, had  been  experimenting  with 


the  use  of  delayed-live  video  taped 
lectures  supplied  by  the  Western  In- 
formation Network.  These  tapes  had 
been  used  as  both  supplementary 
and  primary  instructional  devices  in 
his  computer  courses. 

Other  developments  had  occurred 
in  the  business  administration  de- 
partment. The  addition  of  six  full 
time  faculty  members  resulted  in 
the  conversion  of  classrooms  into  of- 
fice space.  The  department  also  re- 
ported the  addition  of  several  new 
courses  and  an  increase  in  student 
majors.

Having  the  sole  responsibility  of 
improving  the  total  physical  fitness 
of  ASU  students,  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Physical  Education  was 
unique  in  several  aspects.  In  addition 
to  the  varied  activity  courses  offered 
each  semester,  students  were  given 
the  opportunity  for  instruction  in 
health  and  hygiene,  safety,  and  rec- 
reation. Every  student  was  required 
to  complete  four  hours  in  physical 
training  which  included  courses  in 
bowling,  conditioning,  gymnastics, 
badminton,  square  dance,  tennis, 
and  golf. 

During  the  fall  semester,  a  pro- 
posal for  a  new  gymnasium  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  Board  of  Regents.  Con- 
struction of  the  $2,000,000  physical 
education  building,  started  in  De- 
cember, was  scheduled  to  continue 
for  approximately  eighteen  months. 
The  complex  was  planned  to  include 
four  basketball  courts,  handball  fa- 
cilities, dressing  rooms,  weight-lift- 
ing rooms,  an  Olympic  pool,  offices 
and  classrooms.

Five  history  teachers  were  added 
to  the  Department  of  History,  along 
with  two  new  history  courses,  special 
topics  and  honors  class  for  the  sec- 
ond half  of  freshman  history.  "Black 
History"  was  the  subject  presented 
in  special  topics,  taught  by  Dr.  Frank 
Simpson.

A  freshman  math  course  was  initi- 
ated this  year  by  the  Department  of 
IVIathematics.  This  course  was  or- 
ganized to  familiarize  students  with 
the  varied  language  and  procedures 
of  mathematics.  The  department  of- 
fered several  other  new  courses, 
among  which  was  a  senior-level  re- 
search course.  To  assist  with  the 
teaching  of  these  new  courses,  two 
new  professors,  Dr.  James  E.  Hodge 
and  Dr.  G.  V.  McWilliams,  joined  the 
department.     These     new    develop- 


ments formed  the  preliminary  steps 
for  a  graduate  program  in  teaching 
mathematics  which  was  scheduled  to 
begin   in   1972. 

The  math  courses  in  computer  sci- 
ence were  taught  by  a  professor 
from  the  Department  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration, Dr.  Fred  Homeyer.  The 
math  department  provided  daily 
problem  sessions  in  which  students 
received  assistance  in  working  prob- 
lems and  understanding  concepts.

ASU's  Department  of  Modern 
Languages  hosted  its  first  Texas  As- 
sociation of  German  Students  con- 
vention tliis  spring.  Over  1000  stu- 
dents and  professors  from  many  dif- 
ferent colleges  and  universities  par- 
ticipated in  this  two-day  affair  held 
on  the  university  campus. 

The  language  department  includ- 
ed three  new  staff  members,  Dr. 
Tony  R.  Dutton,  J.  Stanley  Jackson, 
and  Jeffrey  Kahn.  It  offered  a  sopho- 
more course  for  native  speakers  of 


Spanish.  This  course  allowed  per- 
sons who  spoke  Spanish  in  their 
homes  to  begin  their  study  of  Span- 
ish on  a  sophomore  level.  Also  this 
year,  students  of  German  had  the 
opportunity  to  gain  a  greater  pro- 
ficiency in  that  language. 

The  modern  language  department 
had  anticipated  the  addition  of  a 
linguistics  course.  It  had  also  plan- 
ned to  offer  a  German  major  with  a 
teacher  certification.
